Cataract

True cataract is inside of the eye 
and not on the outside as many 
persons suppose. It is not a growth 
in or on the eye, but is defined as a 
partial or complete opacity of the| 
crystaline lens of the human eye. 
This condition makes its appearance 
between the ages of forty-five and | 


The normal crystaline lens is as/| 
Cataract is usually | 
formed slowly; it may, however, 
come quickly, in a week, or even 
in a few hours. It may appear in 
one eye or both. If in only one eye | 
the other eye is always affected 
sooner or later. 

In the first stages of cataract the 
lens takes on a smoky appearance, 
and as a rule the sight is but little 
interfered with. Gradually the lens 
becomes more smoky and the pa- 
tient complains of his or her glass- 
es, if they are wearing any, and of
